AS’ soon as the pancreatic juice 
and the bile have started 
their action on the acid of di- 
gested food from the stomach, 
their presence stimulates the in-

HE mouth and stomach only 
act upon the solid portions of 
food, to break down the connec- 
tive tissue and to prepare it for 
digestion by the pancreatic juice 
and the bile. The bile and pan- 
creatic juice convert the fats 
into acids and soap. and the 
carbo-hydrates into glucose, to- 
ecther with the proteins which 
ere changed into amimo-acids. 
All this is done to prepare them 
for absorption through the intes- 
tinal wall into the blood vessels 
ana lymph channels. to be car- 
tied to the different parts of 
the body where they are needed. 
E know of no law by which 
some portions pass into one 
set of vessels and some into 
others. Some rule controls this 
but we do not know what it is. 
We only know that, when a por- 
tion of the body needs fats or 
sugars or proteins, these ingredi- 
ents are carried to the spot and 
the cclls take up what they need. 
Most of the fats pass from the 
intestines into the thoracic duct 
or Jarge lymph channel which 
carries them to the upper ab- 
domen and into the chest and 
lungs where each area takes up 
what it needs.

HE carbo-hydrates pass into 
the portal vein, which carries 
them to the liver, where they are 
transformed into glycogen and 
sent out ta the body cells or 
stored up for future use. The 
proteins, as amimo-acids) are 
teken up cirectly by the blood 
stream and distributed over the 
body. No cells take up more of 
any kind of food than they need. 
It appears that the excess is car- 
ried to the liver which stores it 
up or transforms it into absorb- 
able material, or passes it out as 
waste. 
“HE liver is the chemical fac- 
tory of our anatomy. It is 
the largest glandular organ in 
the body and has a vast amount 
of work to do. It manufactures 
end excreates bile and its fer- 
ments; stores it up in the gall 
bladder till it is needeq and then 
passes it on. It takes up the ex- 
cess of proteins and stores them 
up or converts this excess into 
waste. It is a store house and 
distributing plant. If there is a 
complete lack of carbo-hydrates 
in the food, the liver will convert 
the products of protein digestion 
into sugar. The bile secreted by 
the liver not only aids very much 
in the digestion of foods, but it 
excretes the products of the dis- 
integration of haemoglobin, or 
red coloring matter of the blood. 
T IS easy to see that the liver 
does a vast amount of work, 
not only eonverting food pro- 
C.ccts into porperties, that can be 
used by the various tissues of the 
bedy but excreting a great 
amount of waste products. It is 
no wonder that, when your liver 
1is “out of order,” you are hard 
to live with.

at night and keep them rouged 

and then coated with camphor 
ice or pomade during the day. 

Be sure and rem%ve the lip- 
stick when you cleanse your skin 
at night. Then use a little toilet 
lanoline, cocoa butter, camphor 
ice or pomade and massage into 
the lips, smoothing from side to 
side. Leave some of the oil on 
the lips overnight. After you 
have rinsecd your face in the 
morning and applied your make- 
up, Massage more of the pomade 
or cream into your lip; and then 
remove every trace of it with 
soft tissues. 

Now apply your lipstick —a 
soft, creamy kind preferably. 
Blend it smoothly into your lips 
and then massage into them a 
bit more of the cream. This lit- 
tle trick leaves even ordinary 
lipstick much more permanent, 
and will keep your lips moist and 
natural looking. 

There are several intercsting 
things to keep in mind when you 
are applying an indelible lip- 
stick. According to the chemist 
who is responsible for them, they 
contain two types of color, tne 
permanent type and a super-im- 
posed color which gives your lips 
the right shade. In using, apply 
the color evenly all over the lips 
and “blot” off the excess color by 
biting your lips on a cleansing 
tissue instead of wiping it off. 

When the excess color of in- 
celible lipstick is wiped off, only 
the permanent tint may remain 
which give your lips an artificial, 
bluish effect. By bloiting gently, 
the true lip color will last for 
several hours without retouching. 
This is an imovortant factor in 
chosing a lipstick, since lips 
must have artificial color in the 
winter. The cold weather has a 
way of draining every particle of 
hatural color from the livs and 
leaving them bluish and dull 
looring. I find that pomade or 
camphor ice will help keep the 
permanent lipstick natural look- 
ing and non-drying to the lips. 

And coming back to the soft 
creamy lipsticks, here is a sue- 
gestion that you will find worth 
trying the next time your cheeks 
look a bit pale and you haven't 
any paste rouge handy. Apply 
two or three little dots of lip- 
stick to each cheek and blend 
the color carefully. You will find 
the results quite satisfactory.

James Weldcn Johnson was 


born in Jacksonvilie, Fla., and 
bese udhood was very much 
like a chiidhood of any aver- 


wie youngster in the America of 
tl. Seveaties and fighties. He 
rcmembers, for example, that in 
h.s house there was a marble 
ti 


dle holding a big illustrated 

svle and some photograph al- 
eo and that his mcther used 
tc read “David Coppcrfield” to 
him. or some book in which she 
could mimic a Cockney accent or 
au Irish brogue. She had been 
well educated in Nassau, in the 
British West Indies, and she was 
something of a musician. His 
futher was originally from Rich- 
mond. He had attained a posi- 
tion of some affluence in Na&sau 
aiid in Florida he was a land- 
owner. 

Young Johnson reversed one 
Scuthern tradition amusingly. 
Because of his mother's illness, 
he was nursed by a white friend 
and neighbor. “I do not intend 
to boast about a white mammy,” 
he remarks artlessly, “for 1 have 
perceived bad taste in those 
Southern white people who are 
continually boasting about their 
black mammies. I know the 
temptation for them to do g$0 is 
very strong.” 


In the same way he was later 


very courteous to ladies who told , 


him how nice their Negro butlers 
were, because he could see how 
charming they meant to be. 
Neithes his father nor his mother 
taught him anything directly 
vsout race. The world taught 
him that, in due course, in its 
own sweet way. As a child, he 
Was somewhat restricted in play, 
but he managed to pick up an 
ee race superiority 

emplex, because “all the most 
i cresting things that came 
uncer my observation were being 
cone by colored men. They drove 
the horse and mule teams, they 
built the houses. they laid the 
bric they painted the build- 
nits and tences, they leaded and 
aa toated the ships.” 


AT STANTON SCHOOL for 
- slored children he got an 
‘viroduction into the rough dem- 
ocraey of hard vames that he 
cLjcyed very much, and there he 
biecame a first-rate baseball 
p:tcher, master of a curve that 
was wondrous to behoid. 

A yellow fever epidemic caused 
bim to miss a year of school, and 
for a time he worked for a doctor 
whose unusual cultural back- 
g2ound was decisive in sharpen- 
Ing his ambition for a career. 
For a time he taught schcol, and 
became the head of Stanton. 

Then he learned law, not in a 
schcol, but in the traditional 
lawy er's Office. and made the 
diamatic gesture of being the 
first Negro to attempt to be ad- 
mitted to the bar through open 
examination. 


The career as a lawyer pres- 
ently gave way to the career as 
& composer of popular songs and 
musical comedies. James Weldon 
Jebnson and his brother Rosa- 
mond developed their young 
hrusical experiments to the point 
where a New York invasion 
seemed plausible, so they tried it, 
There they met Eob Cole, one of 
the most talented and versatile 
Nezroes ever connected with the 
stage, and the three formed a 
Puitnership which flourished. 

Johnson's diplomatic career 
resulted from his work in the 
1904 campaign to elect Theodore 
Roosevelt to the Presidency. He 
received a consulship to Puerto 
Cakello, in Venezuela. Later he 
started to write. first for a Negro 
hewspaper In New York, then 
novels and finally he plunged 
into the work of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, taking a 
leuding role in the iil-fated at- 
tempt to have the Dyer Anti- 
Lytiching Bill passed in Congress. 

Now he is occupant of an hon- 
ovary chair of creative writing at 
Fiske University. But it is not a 
Py Sition of retirement. He is only
